1802 he was again nominated by the Conservative 
Senate, First Consul for a second term of 10 years.

offered to the people for signature, and having 





| been signed by 3,583,885 citizens, he was solemn-

In 1814, France was formed into an empire, and 
Buonaparte was crowned Emperor on the 2d of 
of December—on the anniversary of which day in 
the following year, he defeated the Emperors of 
Russia and Austria at the battle of Austerlitz. 

In December 1809, he repudiated his wife, the 
Empress Josephine, and their marriage was dissol- 
ved by a decree of the Conservative Senate; and 
in April of the following year, he married Maria 








Louisa, the Archduchess of Austria, by whom he 
had ason who was created King of Rome. 

When the Allies entered France in 1814, he was 
compelled to abdicate the throne and was sent to 
Kiba, retaining the title of Emperor—from whence 
he escaped, and having entered France he placed 
himself at the head of a powerful army and was 
defeated at the ever memorable battle of Waterloo 
—from whence he escaped to waris, and having 
again abdicated the throne, he subsequently sur- 
rendered himself to capt. Maitland, of the Bel- 
lerophon. 

The powers of Europe, after his surrender, de- 
cided that he should remain in perpetual imprison- 
ment, and the Island of St. Helena was seleeted for 
his future residence, and where he has terminated

LOTTERIES, 

If the antiquity of a practice could justify its exis» 
tence, lotteries might claim peculiar reverence, 
The Romans, we find, used to enliven their Satur- 
nalia with them, by distributing tickets which gain- 
ed some prize. Augustus made lotteries which 
consisted of things of little value. Nero establish- 
ed some for the people, in which 1000 tickets were 
daily distributed, and several of those who were fa- 
vored by fortune got rich by them. Heliogabalus 
invented some very singular, where the prizes were 
of great value or none at all: one gained a prize of 
six slaves, another of six flies; some got valuable 
vases and other vases of common earth. A lottery 
of this kind exhibited an excellent picture of the 
inequality with which fortunes distributes her favors. 
The first lottery that we find in our annals was in 
1469,which, according to Stowe, consisted of 40,000 
lots at 10s each. The prizes were plate, and the 
profits were to go towards repairing the havens of 
of the kingdom ; it was drawn at the west door of 
St. Paul’s cathedral, and began drawing on the 11th 
January, 1569, and continued incessantly day and 
night till the 6th of May following. The tickets 
were three years in disposal. "In 1612, King James 
granted a lottery to promote the plantation of Eng- 
lish colonies in Virginia, which was also drawn at 
St. Paul’s.
